THE “lowly rat is going to be 
a friend of man again— 
this time in an experiment de- 
signed to furnish information 
on what causes tooth decay. 
The tests will include the ‘use. of 
chemicals to determine 
whether such agents added to sugar 
will retard: the productlorr of acid 
in. the mouth.

The letter says: “Our telegram 
was addressed to the = Itallan 
Socialist - Party.--and --not --to—-the- 
Nenni - Communist — combination, 
When our telegram was sent, wa 
were not aware that the National 
Executive Committee had formally 
withdrawn recognition «from the 
Itallan Socialist’ Party, which it had 


vecognised since 1044, nor do we 


see how we could have known 
slnce we can find no report of this 
decision in the press nor has It been 
communleated to the Parliamentary 
Labour Party. 


“Although it ts not possible to 
withdraw algnatures from a tele- 
gram that hos already been de- 
livered, we should -like to make it 
elear thot our action .was not In- 
tended to be an open deflance or 
any deflance, cither of the Party 
principles or policy, or of the 
Executive's authority. 


“All of us are old members of 
the Partly. Some of us are Founda- 
tlon members. The Execcutlve may 
rest assured that we are loyal mem- 
bers of the. Party and would cers 
tainty confine cur disagreements, , 
if any, to what is permitted by the 
Party's constitution. .

to 2,800 Japanese-Americans who were {interned during the 


war and renounced their citizenship 


Judge Louls E, Goodman criticised 
the government for accepting tho 
renunclations, He expressed doubt 
as tothe constitutional authority for 
imprisoning these American citizens 


during the war years. ? 


The court’s decision climaxed 
years of litigations, The Japanese- 
Americans sald they renounced thelr 
citizenship under‘duress from nae 
tlonallstic Japanese _ interned with 
them at Tule Lake, Calffornia. 


Judge Goodman sald, “If a con- 
fesslon secured in o | manner 
obnoxtous to Congressional policy 
may not be used.in a erlminal case,. 
it is equally true that-o, document 
releasing the priceless insignia of 
American citizenship should not be 
validated when executed In a Hke 
manner. : 

“It must be kept in mind that 
Tule was a centre purposed not for 
relocation, but for segregation of 
aliens who placed loyalty to Japan 
foremost, Americans of Japanese 
ancestry suspected of: disloyalty, 
and others of Japanese ancestry 
whose loyalty to the US was not 
questioned.”
